ST. LOUIS, Mo., July 10.—Deter- 


mined to halt the expenditure

Palmer's campaign for the Democratic 
nomination for the presidency, Senator 
Kenyon, chairman of the "slush" fund 
investigating committee, departed for 
Washington today.

At the conclusion of the hearing to- 


day* Senator Kenyon said: 


"The use of government organiza- 


tion and money designed to reduce 
the high cost of living for the further- 
ance of the personal aims of Attorney 
General Palmer is an outrage. 
There 


ought to be some way of handling such 
abuses aside from exposure. 1 shall 
bend every effort when I get to Wash- 
ington to stop the waste of the con- 
gressional appropriation. I shall pro- 
test at once against its use—and when 
congress meets again I am going to 
endeavor to have the appropriation re- 
pealed." 


The senate committee adjourned the 


hearing after recalling to the stand 
Miss Olivia Brueggeman, former sec- 
retary of the Missouri woman's high 
cost of living committee, whose testi- 
mony repealed the use of department 
of justice fund*—appropriated by con- 
gress to reduce the cost of living— 
for Palmer's campaign purposes. 


Miss Brueggeman added to her pre- 


vious testimony, declaring that the 
woman's committee, directed by the 
attorney general's office, had used the 
functions of the high cost of living 
committee to fight Senator Reed, as 
well as to further the personal ambi- 
tions of Palmer. 


"Is It fair to say then," asked Chair- 


man Kenyon, "that the idea apparent- 
ly was to further Palmer's personal 
ambition and 'get' Reed?" 


"That is my belief," said Miss Brueg- 


geman. 


Miss Annie Laurie Mechan, stenog- 


rapher for the Palmer high cost of 
living committee of women, added 
corroborati(|n to the exposure by tes- 
tifying that Miss Mary Simple Scott, 
publicity ditector for the woman's com- 
mittee, had dictated Democratic party 
propaganda to her to be spread among 
the women of Missouri.

Minus many of the political group units which it was hoped 


would come into the party organization at the last moment, the 
parent of the party—the Committee of Forty-Eight—presented 
the new party, in convention assembled, with the avowed pur- 
pose of capturing for itself the presidency and vice-presidency 
of the country next November, together with all other national 
offices the country offers. 


The issue presented by the new party, to the two older 


parties was one of up>*ogressivism," as termed by the party 
itself, as against what it believes to be the "old guard" princi- 
ples of the Republican and Democratic parties.

A boom for Henry Ford appeared to 


gather strength hourly. 
, Indications from the talk of the dele- 
gates, were that the nomination, un- 
less some unforsecn event occurs, will 
narrow down to a contest between 
Ford and Senator Lafollette, with 
Frank P. Walsh the third strongest 
contender. Concerning the latter much 
depends on the outcome of the labor 
party as to tho degree of strength 
Walsh will be able to muster in the 
convention.

KEYNOTE SPEECH AT NATIONAL CONVENTION H CHICAGO, CALLED FOR PURPOSE OF 


CHICAGO, July 10.—The ,£ext of 


the keynote speeph at the opening 
session of the national convention of 
the' Committee of Forty Eight here to- 
day as delivered by Temporary Chair- 
man Allan McCurdy follows: 


'On March 21, 1919, the-Committee 


of Forty Eight, composed of men and 
•women of the forty eight states, is- 
sued a 'call to Americans' urging the 
necessity of a nfew political 
align- 


ment. This 'call' was based upon the 
conviction that the two existing po- 
litical ^parties were united in their de- 
termination to perpetuate evils 
the 


American people were determined to 
destroy. 
1 


"There was no thot of a third 


party. 
We believe in the 
two 


party system but we deny the ex- 
istence, of the two party system 
In our country. 
The Republican 


party and the Democratic party 
elect representatives of reaction 
in the north and south, conceal- 
ing 'Under these different names 
an unyielding' opposition to the 
popular will. A successful organ- 
isation of the 
existing 
liberal 


progressive cpnviction would, in 
our judgment, introduce 
a real 


two party system Into American 
Sjitlcal life. 


"Our platform is single minded 


in its purpose. It seeks to accom- 
plish not all things, or even many 
things, but goes straight to the 
accomplishment of a task which 
it considers of supreme import- 
ance at this time. 
Thru it we 


declare that just as in 1860 the 
paramount% issue 
in 
American 


life,was the abolition of the spec- 
ial privilege of chattel 
slavery, 


so the paramount issue of 1920 
is the abolition of economic priv- 
ilege, which has 
grown 
more 


powerful 
than 
slavery ever be- 


came. 


"The principal sources of the power 


of privilege are two, the ownership 
and control of the basic resources of 
the country, and the ownership and 
control of the means of distribution. 
Our platform, therefore, proposes to 
abolish privilege by taking away the 
sourc.es of its power. To accomplish 
this purpose it proposes public owner- 
ship of transportation and the princfi 
pal basic resources of the 
country, 


and declares that all land held out of 
us« for speculation to aid monopoly 
should bo forced into use by taxa- 
tion.

"After re*r« of secret slarery

The convention was opened infor-

At the time the convention opened 


every seat in the hall was filled, and 
scores of delegates were forced to re- 
main standing at the rear of the hall. 


The convention was formally called 


to order at 11:45. The invocation was 
given by the-Rev. Noble S. Blderkin, 
of the Park Ridge Community church, 
Chicago. 


Then National Chairm/n Hopkins 


delivered a brief address, in which he 
declared that the convention "was 
here today to strike the shackles of 
economic and industrial slavery apart," 
and declared that if the new party did 
not now seize the opportunity offered 
it, the chance would not arise again." 


He then introduced Allen McCurdy, 


the temporary chairman, who launched 
into the '^keynote" sp.eech of the con- 
vention. 


In scathing terms Mr. McCurdy de- 


clared that the country -had become a 
"plutocracy" as the result of~corpora- 
tion arAl big business control, and de- 


! clared that the chief issue between the 
ne'.v party and the Democratic and Re- 
publican parties wag the "abolition of 
economic privileges" which has be;, 
come more powerful 'than slavery ever 
became. 


The two other parties he termed the 


"right and left wings of the same bird 
of prey" and declared that all party 
lines had long disappeared , between 
them. "
